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SAFETY  AND  EDUCATION 


This  department  has  a  variety  of  duties  to  perform  with  the 
aid  and  assistance  of  the  patrolmen,  who  carry  out  the  greatest  share 
of  the  field  work. 

Driver  Training  and  Education 

The  department  of  safety  is  vitally  interested  in  the  promotion 
of  Driver  Education  in  our  school  system.  The  time  has  come  for  Driver 
Education  to  be  recognized  as  an  important  segment  of  the  curricula  of 
modern  American  secondary  schools. 

This  department  feels  that  the  education  of  automobile  drivers 
is  a  highly  significant  part  of  the  public  high  schools '  responsibility 
for  preparing  young  citizens  to  live  efficiently,  responsibly,  safely  and 
with  enjoyment. 

Statistics  show  that  young  people  between  the  ages  of  15  and  2I4. 
years  of  age  are  responsible  for  approximately  30  per  cent  of  all  the 
motor  vehicle  accidents.  It  has  been  revealed  that  in  states  which  in- 
clude Driver  Education  courses  in  their  secondary  school  curricula,  the 
percentage  of  accidents  in  this  age  group  is  decreased  to  a  large  extent. 
During  the  school  year  1950-1951*  U2  schools  in  Montana  offered  Driver 
Education  courses,  an  increase  of  lit  over  the  previous  year,  19U9-1950. 
The  total  number  of  students  enrolled  in  this  course  for  the  school  year 
1950-1951  was  2,0U0. 

During  1951  three  teacher  training  courses  for  Driver  Educa- 
tion were  held  from  which  U7  qualified  teachers  received  certificates 
to  teach  the  course  in  secondary  schools  in  Montana. 

School  Bus  Inspection 

Provisions  of  the  Montana  Vehicle  Code  provide  that  the  Montana 
Highway  Patrol  administer  and  conduct  inspections  of  school  busses  used 
in  the  transportation  of  school  children  in  Montana,  Such  inspection  pro- 
vides for  the  approval  or  disapproval  of  these  school  busses.  During 
1951  there  were  over  600  school  busses  inspected  by  patrolmen  in  a  very 
efficient  manner.  Many  times  this  duty  entailed  many  hours  of  extra  duty 
by  each  patrolman. 

Highway  Safety  Education 

The  Montana  Highway  Patrol  promotes  highway  safety  education, 
placing  special  emphasis  on  the  patrol  program  of  showing  highway  safety 
motion  pictures  and  providing  personnel  to  lecture  to  all  schools  within 
the  State  of  Montana. 

The  same  highway  safety  motion  picture  service  is  available 
to  civic  organizations  and  the  general  public. 
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SAFETY  RESPONSIBILITY  DIVISION 


The  Montana  Motor  Vehicle  Safety  Responsibility  Act,  which 
was  passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  195l,  went  into  operation 
on  October  1,  195>1 .  It  is  known  as  the  Safety  Responsibility  Division, 
Montana  Highway  Patrol. 

From  October  1,  1951  to  May  1,  195)2,,  there  were  approximate- 
ly 3,550  applicable  cases  filed  with  the  Department „ 

There  were  589  operators  requested  to  post  security:  58  have 
posted  security  with  the  Montana  State  Treasurer  and  of  this  number,  8 
have  met  other  security  requirements  and  their  posted  security  has  been 
returned  to  themj  226  operators  have  obtained  releases j  61  operators 
have  been  cleared  by  their  insurance  companies j  l\.   operators  have  filed 
duly  acknowledged  written  agreementsj  3  operators  have  been  adjudicated 
not  to  be  liable^  237  operators  have  received  requests  for  security; 
some  of  these  have  had  their  licenses  suspended  and  others  still  have 
time  to  meet  security  requirements  before  their  suspension  order  becomes 
effect ive„ 


There  have  been  95  operators  suspended  for  failing  to  report 
an  accidentj  of  this  number  50  have  complied  by  filing  the  required 
reporto 

Under  Section  17,  Chapter  20U,  Session  Laws  of  1951,  the  law 
provides  that  proof  of  financial  responsibility  must  be  filed  upon  cer= 
tain  convictions. 


There  have  been  392  operators  Revoked  and  116  Suspended  since 
October  1,  1951  ~  of  these  508  operators,  60  have  filed  Form  SR-22, 
Proof  of  Financial  Responsibility,  with  this  Department. 
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DRIVER  LICENSE  SECTION 


Driver  Licensing  began  with  the  turn  of  the  century  in  the 
Eastern  States.  At  first  no  tests  were  given  but  later  the  Traffic 
Administrators  recognized  the  necessity  for  some  method  of  measuring 
a  driver's  knowledge,  skill  and  ability.  The  present  method  of  driving 
testing  in  Montana  is  the  result  of  many  years  of  work  in  other  States. 


One  of  the  most  important  parts  of  Driver  Licensing  is  "Driver 
Improvement". 


Franklin  M.  Kreml,  Director  of  The  Traffic  Institute,  Northwestern 
University,  has  on  several  occasions  stated  that  the  only  method  left  to 
curb  mounting  traffic  fatalities  is  by  educating  the  drivers  through  High 
School  Driver  Education  courses  (  of  which  we  now  have  42  enrolled  High 
Schools),  Adult  Driver  Education  Courses  and  Driver  Licensing  Programs, 
which  include  an  active,  progressive  Driver  Improvement  Program. 


The  Montana  Driver  Examination  and  License  Section  was  organized 
January  1,  1948.  It  has  steadily  grown  until  a  record  of  266,342  Driver 
Licenses  were  processed  in  1951*  with  a  total  of  32,936  examinations 
given  for  that  period. 


There  are  7  Driver  Examiners  in  the  Department  who  cover  our 
large  State  each  month.  In  addition,  the  clerical  personnel  totals 
8  at  this  time.
